The president of the Board of 
Directors, Mr. Samuel R. Ik-Ms, on 
■Ccount of the 50th anniversary of 
bis Class at Yale, was unable to at- 
tend the Commencement Day ex- 
ercises at Fan wood on the 16th of 
June, but sent the following address, 
Which was read by Dr. Charles A. 
Leale, who is chairman of the Instruc- 
tion Committee, and who presided 
on the occasion : — 

"Attendance at Yale University for 
celebration of my Fiftieth Anniver- 
sary of Graduation prevents me 
from being with you today at the 
One Hundred and Seventh Com- 
toencement of the Institution. I 
greatly regret this absence, but I 
have beeu at every Yale Commence- 
ment since I went there to be 
Examined for entrance in 1871, for 
fifty-four successive years. I wondet 
bow many of you who are graduat- 
ing today will be back at your fiftieth 
•universary to revive memories of 
your school days I hope you will 
then be represented, as there is 
Pleasure and benefit in lookiug 
backward as well as forward. 

"The past year has been happy, 
8 Uccessful and progressive for the 
Institution as a whole The Hoard 
°f Directors has been saddened by 
'he death of Mr. P, Burrall Hull 
Ulan, one of those most active and 
Valuable members, who had been a 
member of the Board since May, 
I909, and Chairman of the Library 
Committee and on the Executive 
Committee. His place has been fill- 
ed by the election of his son, Mr. 
William W Hoffman, who will un- 
doubtedly carry forward the work 
,u which his father was so interest- 
e d. Mr. Archibald D. Russell has 
•^signed from the Board, owing to 
absence from New York, and Mr. 
Kdwiu Gould of New York has 
been elected to fill the vacancy, 
^he Ladies' Committee has been 
"addened by the death of Mrs. 
Francis G. London, wife of a mem- 
ber of the Board of Directors. To 
•Oil committee have been added 
Mrs. William M. Uvarts and Mrs. 
John D. Peabody, wives of mem- 
bers of the Board, and Mrs. H. 8, 
fcradt, to fill vacancies on the 
Committee. Albert Metzger, who 
w «s retired on a pension after fifty- 
five years of faithful service as Insti- 
tution gardener, died on June 6th 
Ust. 

"The attendance throughout the 
v ear has been about the same as in 
r ecent years, and the new arrange- 
ment for appointments through tlu- 
"tate Department of Education is 
yjorking in a satisfactory manner. 
*be usual official Inspections by 
'be State Departments of Kduca- 
''on, Charities, Health, etc., have 
been made, and excellent reports re- 
ceived. 

"The last legislature has continued 
"'e necessary increase in our allow- 
ance for pupils, which will minimize 
'be recent annual deficits. 

"The Installation of electric light 
'broughout the entire group of build- 
'"gs is now entirely completed, 
"'rough the generosity of Mr J^mes 
11 Ford, a member of the Board of 
directors. Mr. Edwin Gould, also 
* feember of the Board, has installed 
f'ree electrically driven dish-wash- 
'"K machines, filling a much needed 
VVi, 'U and greatly facilitating the 
w Ork in this department. 

"The military drill and band music 

bave been well maintained and our 

boys give a fine exhibition.

every means into active and useful 
communication with their fellow 
citizens, and makes them self-sup- 
porting and useful citizens. Our 
system has avoided narrow methods 
and over-ambitious schemes, realiz- 
ing that miracles cannot be worked 
by education. We are firm believers 
in the use of every means to educate 
the *deaf and to give them useful 
lives. Any proposition that the 
sign language shall be barred out 
and the oral system alone be 
insisted on, has met with our entire 
disapproval. The results speak loud- 
er than words, and you will now 
see illustrations of our educational 
methods, which merely give sug- 
gestions of the work done. 

"To the Principal, Mr. Gardner, 
and the Vice- Principal, Mr. Van 
Tassell, who have successfully work- 
ed in the utmost harmony with the 
Board of Directors, we extend our 
hearty congratulations at the suc- 
cess attained. To the devoted and 
highly intelligent force of teachers. 
as well the staff in general, I hereby 
express the satisfaction of the 
Board and Officers in the way the 
objects of the Institution are being 
accomplished."

One of the most Interesting fea- 
tures of the evening was the exhibi- 
tion drill by the Luther Taylor's boy 
scouts. These were a fine lot of 
youngsters in their drill and calis- 
thenics, and they averaged ten and 
fourteen years in Troop 20, and 
sevni and eight years in the smaller 
class. The latter wore similar light 
blue shirt waists, carrying guns, 
and what more could be expected 
fiom these "babies" keeping the 
most perfect time and steps one 
could ever imagine. It was a 
wonderful sight — truly beautiful- 
such pride they displayed and so 
erect that it sent a thrill through 
the whole audience. And these boy 
scouts did splendid work — they 
were proud and stately as the leader 
held a huge American flag. This 
flag bearer was somewhat abnormal, 
but he loved his Hag and country 
too much to let that mar his chance 
of being a boy scout. Mr. Taylor, 
Scoutmaster, stood in the center of 
the floor in front of the footlights 
and gave the signals as each troop 
"carried on." He appeared just as 
proud of his boys as they were. 
Mr. Lavis, of Council Bluffs, who 
has charge of all boy scouts in the 
city, paid high compliments to Mr. 
Taylor and said that those boys, of 
Troop 20, were the best of all the 
Councils Bluffs scouts He present- 
ed Mr. Taylor a beautiful silver cup 
in behalf of the boys. It would be 
splendid if every deaf school in 
America would form boy scout 
troops. 

Superintendent lilbert A. Gruver 
delivered one of the finest addreses 
we ever heard. He spoke on the 
mis use of the word "dumb," such 
as "Deaf and Dumb School" — 
"Deaf and Dumb Asylum," etc , in 
early years, and that said schools 
were classed with asylums, but since 
all but two or three have omitted 
the word "dumb." He said the 
deaf had voices and were not dumb 
and did not deserve such a name. 
He was eloquent and emphatic. 
Not a person in the audience moved, 
and ai the close gave Superinten- 
dent Gruver a big ovation. The 
speeches of the graduates were to be 
appreciated. Their class book is 
one of the best and most interesting 
in the history of the school. The 
cover is of silver gray fastened with 
jade green cord — there are photos of 
the school, the faculty, the athletic 
teams, the principal and the grads 
themselves. It was the work of 
Tom L. Anderson, who mastered 
the new linotype machine. Too 
mueli praise can not lie jfiven him. 
Without him the school would be 
deprived of that accomplishment. 
We believe few instructors could be 
found so deeply Interested in the 
work as Mr. Anderson has been. 
He was presented with a line fishing 
rod by the class, and his wife, who 
also charge of the class, received a 
putty bathing Mit. Now all sh tu- 
nici 'aswiinniin' she must go. Zach 
B. Thompson, who leaves after 
the convention for a two months' 
visit with his daughter in l.os 
Angeles, was presented with a 
leather Uavcling grip, for the over- 
time work he put in on the pro- 
grams, etc Our good friend, Dr. J. 
Schuyler Long, deserves a lot of 
praise for the splendid arrangement 
of the program, etc , and is consider- 
ed one of the best principals of all 
schools. After exercises everybody 
w. -til to the gymnasium, where the 
industrial exhibits were on display, 
ami more variety has not been seen 
in many a year. The new book- 
binding department, under Dr. Long, 



attracted special attention. It 
showed the binding of a book from 
the very beginning to the finish, and 
the neatness and accuracy deserves 
mention. The girls certainly had 
their share in sewing, cooking, etc. 
Most of these exhibits will remain, 
where they are for the American 
Instructors Convention.

On Wednesday evening, June 
17th, the Nebraska School held it's 
Commencement exercises in the 
school auditorium. The walls of 
the stage had been given a fresh 
coat of paint, which was a great 
improvement and an abundance of 
ferns were used along the footlights, 
with a large boquet of roses in the 
center. The class motto, over the 
arch, was in red and gold. The 
auditorium was packed to capacity. 
There was a number of colored 
people, who had perhaps came as 
friends or relatives of some pupils, 
and were deeply interested in the 
program and oblivious of everything 
else. Rev. R. R. Brown, famous 
radio minister, offered the invoca- 
tion, which Superintendent Booth 
interpreted by spelling. The rest 
of the addresses were delivered 
orally, with no interpreter except 
Superintendent Gruver's address to 
the three graduates, all boys, which 
was interpreted by Mrs. Ida Hendee 
in fluent signs. Superintendent 
Booth, on inviting Superintendent 
Gruver, of Iowa, to the floor, told 
of how they started their long 
acquaintance back in early days, and 
Superintendent Grnver reminded 
him that he, himself, was such a 
good floor and bed painter, that he 
was promoted to be an instructor 
while both were in the Mt. Airy, 
Pa., School, where Superintendent 
Booth was at the head. Superinten- 
dent Gruver proved the orator of the 
evening in a similar address to the 
one he gave at the Iowa School Com- 
mencement, regarding the names of 
Schools for the Deaf. The whole 
audience listened intensely and he 
received a thunder of applause.

Wb are very sorry to chronicle 
the passing of Dr . A. L. B. Crouter, 
Superintendent of the Philadelphia 
Institution at Mt. Airy. The news 
reaches us just as the Journal is 
going to press, and we have halted 
the forms to give this brief an- 
nouncement. 

He was verging on fourscore 
years when tbe sadden summons 
came to him, and had been superin- 
tendent of tbe Philadelphia Institu- 
tion over thirty-one years. 

Succeeding Joshua Foster as bead 
of the Philadelphia School, under 
whom be had -served as a teacher, 
Dr. Crouter labored with unflag- 
ging zeal and indomitable energy 
to place the education of tbe deaf 
of Pennsylvania on a still higher 
plane. That he succeeded, is con- 
ceded by every educator in the pro- 
fession. 

He was always a close friend of 
tbe deaf, and by all those who knew 
bim, especially the Philadelphia 
deaf, be was idolized. He was a 
helpful figure in promoting the wel- 
fare of the deaf, regardless of creed 
or race. To lack the sense of bear- 
ing was to enlist tbe interest of Dr. 
Crouter. In the establishment of 
the Home for Aged Deaf at Doyles- 
town be had a large part, and his 
influence was always exerted in its 
behalf. 

In the profession of educating the 
deaf, he was regarded as a great 
man — an estimate that is shared by 
tbe Journal editor, who sorrows 
that tbe deaf are deprived forever 
of tbe personality of this scholarly, 
genial, friendly and lovable man. 

We hope our Philadelphia cor- 
respondent will fulfill his promise to 
give a more extended eulogy in next 
week's issue of the Dkaf-Mutbs' 
Journal.

The State Legislature has adjourn 
ed after giving Chicago a raw deal, 
and the city council is taking steps 
to have Cook County secede and set 
up a new "State of Chicago." The 
bills to license motorists (which 
generally had provisions which 
would have jeopardized deaf drivers) 
were all killed, praises be. Union 
labor achieved a signal victory in 
limitation of injunctions. But the 
main thing is, we deaf can still drive 
autos in Illinois?

Funeral at All Angels on the nine- 
teenth, conducted by Rev. Flick. 
"Her double handicap of silence and 
darkness was illumined by her won- 
derful spirit of cheerfulness, which 
has done much for the Home and its 
inmates. She was an inspiration to 
all, and her motto : ' I will do the 
best I can,' can well be followed by 
us all," said Rev. Flick. Mrs. 
Linda Brimble sang "Lead, Kindly 
Light," interpreted by Mrs. Mamie 
Kalish. Rev. Hasenstab delivered 
tbe invocation. Eight cars convey- 
ed the funeral party to Oakwood 
Cemetery, where the body was cre- 
mated. Pall bearers were : Dr. 
Dougherty, W. ConkHn, Ben Frank, 
Gus Hyman, A. L. Roberts and J. 
Meagher. 

Lawyer Woods was- profuse In ex 
press : ons of appreciation to the 
Home and its custodians for the care 
and comfort accorded bis aunt. 
"She was very happy here, and we 
are all happy that she was so well 
treated," he said. 

A former Chicagoan, Mrs. Alice 
Andrews (now tbe wife of Norman 
V. Lewis, who published the 19 15 
N. A. D. proceedings) spent a couple 
of days with tbe Journal office-force 
here en route back to Los Angeles 
from Flint.

CROUTRR DEAD. 



Edgerton Crouter, 
Superintendent of the Pennsylvania 
Institute for the Deaf and Dumb at 
Mt. Airy since 1884 and a pioneer 
teacher of lip-reading, died sudden- 
ly yesterday, June 26th, at his home, 
7406 Germantown Avenue. He was 
almost seventy-nine, and is survived 
by his wife, three daughters, June, 
Alice and Mrs. Allen Hunter White, 
and four sons, A. L. Edgerton, Jr , 
Yale, Gordon and Alan. 

Dr. Crouter was born in Belle- 
ville, Ont. He studied at Franklin 
Institute and the University of 
Pennsylvania. He was one of the 
charter members of tbe American 
Association to Promote the Teach- 
ing of Speech to the Deaf. He 
succeeded the late Alexander Gra- 
ham Bell as president in 1904. 

Dr Crouter received the honorary 
degrees of Master of Arts from 
Gallaudet College, Washington, in 
1*86; Doctor of Laws from Illinois 
College in 1894 ; and Doctor of 
Humanities from Gallaudet College 
in 1924. The honors were given In 
recognition of his work as an educa- 
tor. — Philadelphia Evening Bulletin, 
June 27, 1915. 

Tbe above clipping briefly an- 
nounces the passing away of one the 
very best friends tbe deaf of Penn- 
sylvania have ever had — Dr. A. L. 
E. Crouter. We feel his loss too 
keenly to express our feelings fully 
now, and indeed, it may be vain for 
us to attempt to give anything like 
a full estimate 0/ bis worth in bis 
chosen field of educating the deaf or 
as the head of one of the largest and 
best schools for the deaf in the 
world. Therefore we would leave 
this task to more gifted pens than 
our own However, we would add 
that athough some persons may have 
differed and still differ with the 
Doctor's advanced ideas on the 
education of the deaf, particularly 
the high estimate be placed on tbe 
Oral Method, there was still much 
in his life-work that seems to have 
been lost sight of, which, if it were 
honestly judged, should not fail to 
commend him to the high regard 
and admiration of every one, in- 
cluding his critics. 

In any event, let it not be forgot- 
ten that Dr. Crouter was bound by 
the law of tbe State in the adminis- 
tration of bis School, whether he 
liked it or not, and it seems fair to 
assume then that he did the best 
that he could do under the circum- 
stances. And who will stint him 
the honor of bavlng raised the 
Pennsylvania Institution for the 
Deaf to the high standard it now 
occupies ? 

The younger, or present genera- 
tion of deaf, has not had the same 
opportunity of comparison as the 
older generation, or that which pre- 
cedes it, and therefore, it can gain 
but a faint idea of the progress that 
has come to the school during Dr.

It is easy lo see from ti»i-* the de- 
cadence of Hie sigu language 
brought about by the piopaganda 
ofouilism. The more is the pity, 
for under the new method tbe 
hack want pupil, or those unable to 
progress under the new regime, 
iniisi take a hack seat, or are cast 
out as unlit lo lie taught. There 
should lie a law in every State thai 
hearing persons engaged lo teach in 
a school for the deaf must have a 
comprehensive knowledge of the 
sign language, and thus he able to 
talk to pupils in it when il becomes 
necessary. This done, there need 
be no occasion for advertising for 
Interpreters,

Some twenty-five years ago, Mr. 
Olof Hanson, then s rising young 
architect, and who later became a 
President of The National Associa- 
tion of the Deaf, aud bis bride, the 
scholarly Agatha Tiegel Hanson, in- 
cluded Duluth iu their honeymoon 
itinerary' for, be it remembered, " It 
is cool in Duluth." 

They had in some manner, either 
enroute to Duluth or at their hotel 
in Duluth, met a young man who 
had recently become deaf. He was 
a graduate of Harvard University. 
Quite naturally he was rather de- 
pressed by the fact of his recent 
affliction. 

After some skirmishing, we cap- 
tured the bridal couple and included 
this young man in our " bag." 

The " life history" of the Hansons 
has been chronicled, and is being 
chronicled almost weekly in the 
"deaf" press. 

The young msn we " bagged" 
with this bridal couple has been 
quietly at work all of them years. 
We have kept in touch with him and 
letters have passed between us ou 
rare occasions. Our correspondence 
has just flared up again. 

There are quite a number of deaf 
people who have made a little noim 
in the world, and others who sre 
now busy beating their drams, clash- 
ing their cymbals and tooting their 
horns. 

Every now and then some deaf 
person Is unearthed who been quiet- 
ly pursuing the even tenor of his 
way, and has risen to distinction in 
an unusual line of endeavor, and 
about whom the desf, generally, 
are not informed. 

This young Harvard man did not 
permit deafness to change the trend 
of his ambition. He remained at 
Cambridge and did research work. 
As we understand, his remuneration 
came iu grubbing out facta needed 
by students at Harvard, who were 
too lazy or too busy playing football 
to do the grabbing tor themselves. 
This was the beginning, bnt the work 
developed until he became known as 
a remsreb worker of distinction and 
ability. 

In a recent letter he writes : "I 
have a book since I lest wrote. It 
never will be popular, however, being 
intended for thorn who do research 
work in American History. It is 
made up of lists in fourteen lan- 
guages. I feel quite puffed up for, 
though I have done much work, it 
had been, for the most part, ' be- 
hind the screen,' so thst it is s plea- 
sure to come out Into the open, at 
last, and ssy my ssy under my own 
name." 

But how has this man met the 
fact of his deafness r His desfness 
would not interfere with his literary 
pursuits. How about tbe social side ? 
He once sd vised us thst he wss tak- 
ing up Up reeding, bnt let him speak 
for himmlf • 

" Except for e few close friends, 
I make no pretense of being s social 
person at ell. As is, I suppose, the 
cam with all deaf persons, I have had 
enough of those unpleasant ex- 
periences with hearing people to make 
me shy of attempting to participate 
in anything more than a twosome. 
Also, though not by design, I have 
never had any association with the 
deaf, except thorn few glad days st 
Duluth. My lip resding bss, for 
the most part, gone to pot, through 
lack of practice, though there ere s 
few friends, mostly women, with 
whom I can carry on a somewhat 
haphazard conversation. With the 
rest, it Is the written word or the 
manual alphabet. I know no more 
signs thsn those thst I picked up st 
Duluth and most of those are uow 
forgotten. Yet, I am far from un- 
happy. Even if I had never become 
deaf, I should never have been a 
' Hells Bells' sort of msn. I do 
not think deafness could find a tem- 
perament better adapted to it then is 
mine."
